[ by the Sentiments which our filial Veneta- 
tion for your Holinefs raifes in us, We acquaint 
ou with the Motives of the Conduct we were oblig’ 
tely to ufe towards the Duke of Savoy. We woul 
not owe thegood Opinion you have of the Juftice of 
our Proceedings, wholly to the Friendfhip of which 
you have given us {6 many Marks ; but will clearly 
make out to you, who it is thar is the true Author of 
the new Troubles in Italy. or sisi 
_ Iris of Importance to us, that a Pope fo worthy of 
the Place to which God-has rais’d him,and. for whom 
we have a perfonal Affection, fhould fee the Truth 
without difguife; that he fhould be fatisfied we pre- 
ferve the fame ‘Sentiments we profefs'd, when the 
Emperor, too fearful of difpleafing his Allies, refus'd 
to hearken to the Holy Exhortations, and to receive 
the Minifters of the Vicar of Jefus Chrift, and wh 
your Bleffednefs found to Peace in U; 
and the Kingiof Spain only. 
Ifa Defire of Dominions we rectiv’d 
from God -by. Right of -Inheritance had incited us 
againit the Duke uf Savoy, we -had caufe long fince 
to fgcure our felves agsipht a feccet Enemy ; and we

We, invited him, ro fhare with ts 
the Glory of oppofing the Enemies. of the King of

great warlike Preparations of the Emperor. The Duke 
of Savoy feem’d {atisfied with the Trcary we made 
with him; We granted him rhe Conditions hé hini- 
And yet as foon, as the Campaign was over, he 
demanded further Advantages We gave them, We 
fhould have imagin’d our kind Treatment of him 
might, have provek’d his Gratitude ;. had we notat 
the fame time had certain Proofs given: us of his fe- 
cret Correfpondence with our Enemies. 
His Inclination was always for them, He made no 
Scruple to own it, nor,did he choofe to exprefs his 
Ayerfion for France to fuch Perfons only as he mo 
confided in.

A Piemontois 
Officer, who-wagy known to be much in favour with. 
he, Duke-of Savoy, was furpriz'd with fome of the 
Enemies Officers, and brought into the Camp by a 
Party of our Asmy.. Ic. was difceyes'd he, had not

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been treated as 4 Prifoner while he was among the 
Imperialifts. : 

The Duke of Savoy had conceited an Enterprize 
with the Generals of our Army, the Succefs of which 
depended on keeping it fecret. The Prince of Vau- 
demont who had heard and was inftructed in every 
Circumftance of this Proje&, and in what manner it 
was to be executed, was order'd towards Mantua: 
But he had nor been long gone from the Army, when 
the D.of Savoy wrote a Letter to him in which al: the 
Particulars of this Defign were enumerated ; and 
difpatch’d 2 Couriers, by different Ways, with the 
(ame Letter, which he took care fhould not be writ- 
ren in Cyphers;, One of them was taken = The 
Enemy being warn'd of the Project, prevented it. It 
was hard to fuppofe he did this Imprudently and 
with no Defign. He confefs'd he had not done wifely ; 
but faid he would rake care not to be fo negligent 
‘again. He is not capable of Negligence, when he is 
carrying on his own Defigns. 

The Armies were ftill in the Field,and the Enemies 
were fuperior in Number,when he march’d his Froops 
back into Piemonr. All the Inftances made to him to 


_ Teave his Forces with our Army, were ufelefs. 


Immediarely afcer his return to Torin, he repre- 
fented to us, that it was impoffible for him to exe- 
cute the Treaty. He complain’d the Pay We agreed 
to give his Troops was too little, he demanded new 
Advantages ; He infifted upon them with greateft 
Earneftnefs, wh n he held the clofeft Correfpondenct 
with our Enemies. Pretences' were found for his 
Ambaffador at Vienna to continue at that Court long 
after the German Troops had entred Italy and begun 
the War. Norcould the Duke of Savoy eafily pre- 
vail with himfelf at length to recall him, tho’ he knew 
perfectly well, chat fo publick a Correfpondence with 
the Emperor, was at leaft undecent, after the Engage- 
ments he had enter’d into with Us and the King of 
Spain. It was conjectur'd from the long Audiences 
thar Ambaffador had of him at his rerurn to Turin, 
that his ftay at Vienna muft needs have been Ysa 
long’d by the Duke’s exprefs Orders. Thefe Con- 
j es were not falfe ; and the certain Advices we 
receiv'd fufficiently verifie them.
